where unemployment seems most 
chronic. Other localities are criti- 
cizing the plan.

tended to be local or to affect only 
a few industries. So far, on the 
national scene, layoffs icarcely 
show in over-all figures of employ- 
ment.

month; the Erie has cut 500 from 
its payroll; New York Central has 
passed but some furloughs because 
business is slack; American Loco- 
motive plans to drop about 100. 
' Seasonal or short-term: layoffs 
cause, less .alarm. Auto makers 
have furloughed employes during 
model change overs, usual at this 
time of year. 


Republic Steel laid off 5.0QO while 


repairing' some mills—a job that 
went so fast that the workers are 
being called back anead of time.

The Red-led invaders who knifed 


across southern Laos to Thakhek 
on the Thailand border last week, 
had made no apparent new move 
in four days, but at Dien Bien 
Phu, 300 airline miles to the north- 
west, troops of the Vietminh "Iron 
Division" drew within four miles 
of the fortressed plain bristling 
with French 
Union troops and 


American-supplied arms. / 


A French army spokesman said 


strong F r e n c h Union patrols 
clashed twice with Vietminh troops 
northwest and southwest of Dien 
Bien Phu. There was a strong in- 
dication the Vietminh might be 
trying to move striking forces into 
encircling positions,before launch- 
ing an attack. 


The rebels were reported within 


four'to six miles of the fortress, 
which was taken by the Krench 
last Nov. 20 and steadily rein- 
forced by airlift since then. 


French, fighter planes 
made 


heavy strafing attacks on the Viet- 
minh as they drew closer to the 
fortress 180 miles west of Hanoi. 


French army sources said if an 


attack comes on Dien Bien Phu, 
the battle will be hard and' heavy. 
Fall of the fortress would not only1 
lose for France its last major, post 
in the Thai country bordering on 
Communist China but would also 
open a major invasion route into 
northern Laos; where the rebels 
already have forces left from the

"Money-sickness," declared Dr. 


William Kaufman, i« "the most 
common psychosomatic illness of 
our time"— and yet one that la 
often missed by doctors in seeking 
the underlying cause of a physical 
or emotional symptom. 


Anyone from a miser to a gam- 


bler and from chronic bargain 
hunters to "salesmen nnd execu- 
tives" who ure cozy with their own 
money but lavishly spend on "their 
company's expense accounts," are 
candidates for the malady, Kauf- 
man told the AAA's 120th meeting. 


And, besides physical symptoms 


like headache, muscle and joint 
pains, or stomach trouble, it can 
take the form of serious emotional 
disturbances like hysterical paral- 
ysis, depression, anxiety status or 
reactions of "panic." 


Explain* Ailment 


Kaufman, a practitioner of In- 


ternal medicine, explained it some- 
what like this: 


The trouble doesn't necessarily 


come from how much money you 
have or don't have. It comes from 
the 
particular 
"meaning" 
you 


have come to place on money— 
and how you have learned to use 
It, And It could come from "feel- 
Ing" you need more money when 
actually you don't. 
. Furthermore, it all starts back 
in your childhood— and It doesn't 
matter whether your folks were 
in the heavy chips or had to strug- 
gle for every buck. 


"One of life's major disappoint 


mcnts which almost every child 
experiences," said Kaufman, "is 
that his parents cannot provide 
him with limitless money . . . 


"The manner in which a child 


resolves .hU early._ conflicts-, about 
money will determine some of his 
basic personality and character 
traits, aspirations and behavior 
patterns." 


Parental bribing of kids, substi- 


tution of money handouts for real 
love, or overcriticlsm of a child's 
every use of money, may establish 
habits which, if uncorrected, may 
set the stage for a "money-sick- 
ness" candidate in later life.

ly pi.; Sterling av., from E. Mor- 
gan to E. McKenney st.; E. Me- 
Kenney st.; from N. Jefferson to 
Assembly.pi.; Forrest av., from E. 
McKenney st., to 300 feet north of 
Graham at.; E. Bradshaw st., from 
Brinton to Forrest avs. 


The 
proposed improvements, 


largely in the area of the new 
Washlngtpn school, consist of curb, 
gutter, base, storm sewers and 
appurtenance structures. 


List Paving rrojccts 


In addition, Sterling avenue will 


a,;,cpncrete:^ljjjmjlnou8 binder and 
surface" course, 35 feet wide be- 
tween curbs. 


McKenney street, Forrest aven- 


ue,, and Bradshaw street, from 
Jefferson to Forrest avenue, will 
be 37 feet wide, curb to curb. 


A 
concrete-bituminous 
binder 


and surface, 22 feet in width, will 
be placed on the existing cement 
pavement on Bradshaw street, 
from Brinton to Jefferson. 
, And a concrete pavement widen- 
ing to 30 feet will be constructed 
on,Bradshaw from Brinton to Jef- 
ferson avenues. 


The estimated cost of the one 


year 
construction program 
is 


$110,000, part of which will be paid 
out of the motor fuel tax fund and 
part by the property owners in 
the area.

According to the city council, 


property 
owners probably will 


have to stand the cost of all curb 
and gutter installation, and part of 
the pavement, while the city pay* 
for all storm sewer installation and 
part of the pavement. 


Estimate Costs 


It probably will cost the proper- 


ty owner about $300 per 50 feet of 
frontage on streets to be improved. 
Without the assistance of the city, 
the cost of such improvements to 
property owners is estimated at a- 
bout $600 per 50, feet, according to 
Commissioner C. L. Bajlard. . 


Just how the special assessments 


for the improvements will be lev- 
ied has not been-determined as 
yet. , 


The long range program and the 


one-year plan is subject to the ap- 
proval of the state department of 
public works and buildings. 


In order to divert motor fuel tax

bler and from chronic bargain 
hunters to "salesmen and execu- 
tives" who are cozy with their own 
money but lavishly spend on "their 
company's expense accounts," are 
candidates for the malady, Kauf- 
man told the AAA's 120th meeting. 


And, 
besides physical symptoms 


like headache, muscle and joint 
pains, or stomach trouble, it can 
ake the form of serious emotional 
disturbances like hysterical paral- 
ysis, depression, anxiety status or 
reactions of "panic." 


Explains Ailment 


Kaufman, a practitioner of 
in 


tcrnal medicine, explained it some- 
what like this:

have come to place on money— 
and how you. have learned to use 
it. And it could come from "feel- 
Ing" 
you need more money when 


actually you don't. 


Furthermore, it all starts back

"One of life's major disappoint 


ments which almost every child 
experiences," said Kaufman, "Is 
that his parents cannot provide 
him with limitless money . .

to biame for the explosion aboard the aircraft carrier Leyte in Boston 
on Oct. 16, which killed'37 men. It said, too, that sabotage had no part: 


In releasing the findings of 


court of inquiry, the navy said that 
the 32 military personnel and five 
civilians met their death through 
"no intent, fault, negligence or in- 
efficiency of any person in naval 
service or connected therewith." 


The court, convened by Vice 


Adm. John 3., Ballantlne, Atlantic 
Fleet air coramander, also ruled 
out sabotage as a possible* cause. 


The findings further ruled out 


legal or disciplinary action against 
anybody at the Boston navy yard, 
where tht vessel was undergoing 


an overhaul when the explosion 
occurred. 


The court said that it was handi- 


capped in its. inquiry because 
"every man who would naye been 
able to shed light upon: the ex- 
plosion was dead." 
• Nevertheless the court came to 
the conclusion that "someone, un- 
known and dead," injected air un- 
der high pressure into a small 
tube that contained oil. It was as- 
sumed that this generated such- 
intense heat that the oil in the tube 
caught fir*.

Posed by Tests 


BOSTON (ft — Some new experi- 


ments with brewer's yeast pose 
questions about the validity of cer- 
tain present-day concepts of hered- 
Itv and evolution, two Southern 
; "i.'iinois University scientists said 
today. 


Researchers Carl C. Ldndegren 


and David D. Pittman reported 
that tests on yeast cells have 
shown that a trait that is induced 
or "added" rather than inherent 
in a parent cell may be carried 
through successive generations. , 


This finding, they told the Amer- 


ican Assn. for the Advancement 
of Science, is contrary to the con- 
tentions of modern geneticists who 
hold that: 


Characteristics acquired by liv- 


ing organisms-such as man, ani- 
mals and plants—because of en- 
passed on to their offspring, ex- 
cept for some degenerative traits 
like those induced by radiation da- 
mage or certain poisons. 


They said they had been able to 


induce in certain yeast cells a pre- 
viously unpossessed ability to feed 
upon a certain kind of sugar and 
that the wlls were then able to 
pass the esquired trait along to 
their offspring. The trait was in- 
duced through immersing the orig- 
inal cells in the sugar pollution 
for a long period of time-in other 
words-environmental exposure. 


They said their results question 


two of the basic theories about 
heredity: (1) that evolution is the 
result of accidental change; and 
(2) that degenerative changes, like 
those 
resulting 
from 
radiation 


damage or poisons, are important 
to evolution.

ful calculation of the military probabilities, U. S. authorities 
have concluded they can now re-deploy two divisions. 


The swelling ranks of trained and outfitted South Ko- 


reans are the reliance against a swift overrunning of free 
Korean soil. Even assuming a large build-up of Red armies 
above the truce line, there is unlikely to be a repetition of 
July, 1950, when North Koreans brushed aside jthe frail op- 
position south of the 38th Parallel and swept down until held 
by hastily assembled American forces.

As a back-up for the now stronger South Koreans, the 


United States will still have four divisions on the peninsula 
and others in reserve on nearby Japanese islands. This ought 
to discourage any ideas of a quick Red thrust to Pusan. 


On the other hand, should we have to think again of 


conducting offensive war in tne Korean area, obviously we 
do not intend to depend so much as formerly on ground 
troops. " We will be thinking in terms of our more advanced, 
air-delivered weapons. 


The move to pull out two divisions makes eminent good 


sense. It is wholly consistent with our own maximum se- 
curity and our determination to protect free soil in Asia. At 
the same time, as the president said, it gives us a chance to 
show the world our intentions are peaceful and that we want 
to create a climate of good will. 


Do the Communists dare to offer a similar show of good 


faith?

Atomic Energy Commission's radio isotope business 


is now well established as self-supporting. It has more 
than paid operating costs for the past three years, though 
it has not- of course, been able to pay back any of the 
multimillion-dollar capital costs for building the first 
atomic reactors. 


Sales of the Isotopes—particles which have been made 


radioactive by atomic bombardment In a reactor- 
amounted to $1.117.56* for.the fiscal year ending last June 
30. Expenses were slightly under this figure. Total ship- 
ments since isotope production began in 1946 now number 
over 7,000. 


Among last year's users of isotopes on various re- 


search, manufacturing and medical projects were 759 in- 
dustries, 615 hospitals, 198 colleges, 197 federal and state

Over 7,500 patients have been treated with radio Io-

They start in a space inside the 
kidney which opens into the pas- 
sageway which leads down to the 
bladder. When stones start down 
this small passageway, they scrape 
on the tender sides of the duct, 
causing spasm and bleeding. It Is 
this which produces the terrific 
pain and which frequently blocks 
the flow of urine and causes it to 
back up behind the stone. 


Kidney stones are most com- 


mon between the ages of 25 and 
40, though they may appear at 
almost any time. Just why stones 
should be formed at all is uncer- 
tain. Several possible causes have 
been suggested: Chronic infection, 
deficiencies of certain vitamins, 
and slowing of the circulation in 
the kidney. The most probable ex- 
planation is that there Is some 
kind of disturbance in the excre- 
tion of certain salts which are ordi- 
narily carried In liquid form in the 
urine. 


The location of the stone can be 


discovered by proper equipment 
and X-ray. It is possible to assist 
in the passage of the stone by 
oiling, or surgery may be neces- 
sary. 
TRY TO STOP NEW STONES 


It is important to know what kind 


of stones are involved so the doc- 
tor can tell which foods should be 
allowed and which forbidden, since 
this may help to prevent new 
stones from forming. Chronic in 
fections must be treated. Vita- 
mins are sometimes added to the 
diet. 


In specific reply to S. K.'s ques 


tions, it Is probably impossible to 
dissolve kidney stones except with 
the rarest exceptions, perhaps, and 
if the stones do not pass them' 
selves, operation is the chief treat 
ment of choice, though it is not 
possible to guarantee that new 
atones will not form.

If 
it does, it's still sharp enough to 
give you a nasty cut that will heal 
slowly. 


To help keep knives sharp, wash 


them separately; then store them 
In a rack that will protect the 
cutting edge. Don't use knives to 
cut paper, string or other materi- 
als that will, dull the edge. 


A good sharpening stone is your 


best tool to sharpen dull knives. 
If costs less than many "gadget' 
sharpeners, too, and will not wear 
the knife down a* quickly. If 
you're not sure how to use a stone, 
it might be better to take dull 
knives to an experienced profess- 
ional sharpener.

Every Soviet town has its house 


or "palace" of Young Pioneers. 
Theoretically, all Soviet children 
are members of the Young Pio- 
neers. But those who frequent the 
pn laces are the ones who get spe 
cial attention until th'ey resemble 
little robots, responding aulomali- 
cally to commands. The stress is 
upon development of talent, party 
education and discipline. 


Visits "Palace" 


During a trip to a half dozen 


Soviet republics, I visited some of 
these pioneer palaces. The one in 
Tashkent, capital of the Uzbek 
S.S.R.. seems fairly typical. I Vent 
there one Sunday unannounced, 
and after some argument with the 
guard at the gate and showing my 


impressive Red police pass, I was 
allowed to gc in.

children in the buildings, .with an 
equal number in the yard outside. 
The rest of the children of Tash- 
kent (population 600,000) were a- 
bout other pursuits in the streets 
and parks. 


I was shown the "Kabinet,"

ing a simultaneous match.

A class of 
children in costume was learning 
Uzbek folk dances. A group of 
three young accordionists used 
Italian and German instruments 
under an instructor's eye. 


Tots Are Shy 


The children were extremely shy 


with me, and later, with the del- 
egations. There were no bubbling, 


rambunctious kids such as one 
might expect to find in that age 
bracket in any large grcup. Some- , 
how they seemed spiritless. 


The process begins in the nurs- 


ery. Since most Soviet mother* 
work, children of 3 to 4 are sent 
to nurseries to be cared for and 
trained during the working day by 
Russian nurses and teachers. In 
any Soviet clly, in the parks and 
on quiet streets, children can be 
seen in groups of 50 or more going 
through their paces with teachers 
watching. They are molded into 
the Russian and Communist mold. 
They will grow up as Uzbek Rus- 
sians. Tadjik Russians, 
Kazakh

Russians. 


Since all their affairs will be in 
the Russian language, as the yean 
go by they will have less and less 
use for their own.
